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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Fukasawa does not teach 
that the recited acquisition code is not a CDMA communication code. Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Fukasawa teaches using a first 
code to transmit the synchronization signal where this first code is distinct from a second code used to transmit the information signal. 
Since the first code differs from the second code, the first code is not a CDMA communication code, where "communication code" is 
interpreted to mean a code used to transmit an information bearing signal. Applicant further contends that Pandula is not a proper 
reference. Again, Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Although the Pandula invention may be distinguishable from Applicant's claimed 
invention, Pandula nonetheless can be used to demonstrate teachings in the prior art that were available to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention. Applicant further asserts that Pandula is not combinable with Fukasawa. Again, Examiner, respectfully, 
disagrees. Even if the inventions of Fukasawa and Pandula are directed to solving different problems, the specific teaching in Pandula 
relied upon by Examiner is background information, and therefore this teaching is nonetheless combinable with Fukasawa for the 
reasons given in the office action. For the given reasons, Examiner maintains the rejection of the claims. 
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
